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Governor William G,. Milliken has 
proposed an unprecendented step to 
eliminate fourth quarter payments 
to local governments and higher 
education as a means of balancing 
the current year budget. 

The cuts were announced on the 
day the governor presented his pro- 
posed budget for fiscal 1982-83 
which carried the first increase in 
three years, 

Despite the expected controversy 
over eliminating the now-estimated 
$377.9 million deficit in the current 
year, administration officials expect 
the $10.86 billion ($5.19 billion 
general fund) budget to be quickly 
approved by the Legislature - by the 
end of April. 

Even with the increase in appro- 
priated dollars, budget officials say 
real spending power is still nearly 
flat and another 2,000 jobs will be 
cut from the state payroll by Sep- 
tember, 1983. 

Asking local government, colleges 
and universities to shoulder the 
burden of carrying a $225 million 
deficit through the July/August/ 
September quarter was described as 
the “fairest and most equitable”’ 
way to handle the problem. 

Rudget aides of tlle governor said 
he wanted to avoid another ‘“‘disrup- 
tive’’ general executive order budget 
cut and he remained firmly opposed 
to any general tax increases. 

Although the budget proposal 
would restore the cuts in the state’s 
1982-83 year, Management and 
Budget Director Gerald Miller 
acknowledged most local and college 
units would have to borrow money 
to meet their fourth quarter cash 
obligations. 

Aides said they expected most of 
the borrowing could be handled at 
local-level interest rates or probably 
around 11 per-cent. 

For most units, the cuts will come 
in the first quarter of their fiscal 
year and the restorations would 
come in the same year. 

Miller said K-12 and other units of

government were spared the cuts 
because the governor thought it 
easier to “concentrate in just a few 
major areas,” 

The reductions will require ap- 
proval by the full Legislature with 
the passage of bills to change the 
revenue sharing formula and 
“negative appropriations” for four- 
year colleges, universities and for 
community colleges. 

The other  budget-balancing 
moves ordered by the governor in- 
clude a 4 per-cent cut in departmen- 
tal spending (saving $51.6 million) 
and projected reductions in retire- 
ment funding of $101.3 million by an 
actuarial change allowing use of ad- 
ditional interest income to pay 
benefits. 

The additional cuts were required 
by the continued, unexpected wor- 
sening of the economy that not only 
cut revenue, but also require an 
estimated supplemental welfare ap- 
propriation of $194.3 million. 

Already cut from the current year 
was $252 million by a_ general 
executive order. With the proposed 
changes in spending and additional 
reductions, the final $4.35 billion 
budget for the current year will be 
$240.2 million less than the original 
proposed level. 

The governor’s new $5.19 billion 
1982-83 general fund proposal 
reflects an increase of $619 million 
(8.7 per-cent), with over half going to 
education and local units and most 
of the rest of the increase devoted to 
economic development programs. 

In announcing the budget, 
Milliken said a key consideration 
was a continuation to fund the 
economic development and _ job 
creation efforts currently underway 
to counter the economic problems 
which have been imposed by the 
national recession. 

He concluded that the com- 
bination of the current year cuts and 
the new budget represented the 
toughest budget proposals he has 
ever worked on,

Snow! Good Lord, there 
seems to be more than 
enough to go around, and I 
saw a Sign the other day 
which read “Think Spring.”’ 
Here halfway between the 
equator and the north pole 
we endure snow for nearly 
half a year, but do we really 
look at it? A crystal of snow 
weighs practically nothing; 
yet, 15 inches of weightless 
snow on your foot-lcng drive- 
way represents nearly 2 
tons. On the other hand, it 
equals a trifle over an inch 
of water over your driveway. 

There are 7 distinctive 

crystal types, with infinite 
varieities within those types. 
The elegant symmetrical 
stellar and plate crystals 
with their hexagonal struc- 
ture are what we envision. 
But there are also columns 
with hexagonal plate 
crystals at either end which 
resemble the Japanese 
tsuzmi drum. There are also 
hollow bullets, ice needles 
and haphazard  asym- 
metrical crystals which are 
composed of  platelike 
crystals, joined together in 
irregular shapes. A single 
type of snow crystal may 
have startling variations in 
size, from ‘‘diamond-dust’’ 
particles to the more com- 
mon larger sizes (eight one- 
thousandths of an inch to 
half an inch is the most 
common range of sizes), 
These variations in size 
depend on the water vapor 
present in the source air and 
the altitude of the 
originating clouds. No mat- 
ter where it originates, it 
becomes less than fun as we 
seek places to put the snow 
while waiting for the spring 
thaws to eliminate the 
problem.

In early November an off 
duty deputy, which will 
remain nameless at this 
time, was bowling at the 
American Legion, where I 
am employed as a barten- 
der, approached me at the 
bar and asked for a draft 
beer. Knowing his age, I 
asked him for his I.D., and 
surprisingly enough he 
didn’t have any and replied 
by saying, “I work as a 
deputy and you want my 
I.D.?” 

I told him once more I 
needed to See his I.D. 

He replied, ‘TI’ll see you on 
the road,” and walked away 
beerless. 

Approximately two weeks 
later, I was followed by this 
same deputy and shortly af- 
terwards pulled over for 
weaving. He commenced to 
preach to me about drinking 
and driving. 

I told him that I had noth- 
ing to drink and I was on my 
way hore from work. 

He laughed and said, ‘‘You 
work at the Legion and don’t 
drink?”’, and walked back to 
the cruiser without even 
checking my I.D. or regis- 
tration. 

Just before Christmas, the 
same deputy once again 
followed me down James 
Street and onto Michigan 
Avenue where I was pulled 
over in front of the post of- 
fice for a burned out blinker 
bulb. 

I explained that I had two 


we replacement bulbs in the 


glove box that I had pur- 
chased the day before and 
hadn't had time to change it 
yet. 

He informed me that the 
next time he pulled me over 
for any reason. at all I would 
receive a citation. He walked 
away without: checking LD. 
or registration again. 

I replied with a ‘“‘thank 
you’’ and we both went our 
own way. 

At 2:30 a.m. on Feb. 3rd, I 
went to J & R Florist Shop to 
stoke the fire, which I do 
every night about the same 
time. I parked in front of the 
store and left it running to 
warm up, this same off duty 
deputy was standing in front 
of the Sawmill two doors 
down, with three friends. 
The car should be safe with 
this officer standing there, 
right? 

Not today! 

I went into the store and 
came back to the front of the 
store about three minutes 
later to check on the car. The 
car was fine, I thought until I 
saw two of the officer's 
friends trying to hold hirn by 
his arms. He broke loose and 
ran aver to my car. He got in 
the car and proceeded to 
back the car up ata high rate 
of fuel consumption. | 
proceeded after him, when 
he noticed me he was almost 
in the center of Michigan 
Avenue, and he came to a 
quick stop by slamming the 
transmission into park from 
reverse, grinding the drive 
train because of not coming 
toa complete stop first. 

I later found out that he 
reported to the dispatcher 
with two witnesses that the 
car was left in reverse by me 
when I parked it. A car is not 
going to sit still for three 
minutes in reverse without 
moving until someone is 
behind the wheel. He has 
already given two different 
excuses. 

When he got out of the car, 
he shook his finger at me 
saying, “I'll see you on the 
road another time.” 

I called the police at this 
time and was informed by 
the answering officer to 
please notify the Under- 
sheriff in the morning. 

So I did, and found a very 
co-operative Undersheriff. 
After filing a written state- 
ment, I was assured that this 
problem would be dealt with 
after an investigation. I am 
to call him back in a few 
days to find out what the out- 
come is. I have great con- 
fidence that Undersheriff 
Ruddy will do his best to dis- 
solve this problem.

COMMISSION ORDER 


(Under authority of Act 185, P.A. 1929 and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended) 
Statewide Trout and 
Salmon Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on December 4, 1981, under the authority of Act 165, 
P.A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as 
amended, ordered that for the period beginning April 1, 
1982, and ending March 31, 1984, no person shall take, 
or attempt to take, any species of trout or salmon from 
any of the waters of this state except by hook and line 
during the open seasons prescribed, and within the 
mtinimum size limits and maximum possession limits 
indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the tast Saturday 
in April through September 30 (longer on waters 
designated by the Director for extended fishing under 
Act 165) on all trout and salmon. Statewide open sea- 
sous on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes shall 
be any time for all trout and salmon. Size limits shall 
be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches on 
Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on lakes. The 
daily limit for trout aud salmon shall be 5 fish singly or 
in combination but no more than 3 lake trout or splake, 
except that an additional 5 brook or brown trout may 
be taken from streams from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 only and no more than 2 lake 
trout or splake may be taken from Lake Michigan or its 
tributary streams.
